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In presenting this, the thirty-first annual report, it seems 
to he proper that the Trustees should first call the attention 
of the inhabitants to the benefit that it is hoped may be real- 
ized by the presentation (in print) of their report at the 
annual Town meeting, which is done this year for the first 
time. 

It is hoped that an increased use of the library, and a still 
greater circulation of hooks may result. 

While the number of persons, who make use of the re- 
sources of the Institute, bears a handsome comparison to other 
libraries in the State, it is well known that there are always 
many persons in every community, who do not make the most 
of such opportunities. This applies as forcibly to the valuable 
and noble foundation which is entrusted to the care of this 
Board as it does to other similar institutions. Many persons, 
wko have never made use of public libraries, have kept away 
from them because their value has never been appreciated, while 
there are other indifferent persons who will always hesitate 
to begin using them, until some kind friend persuades them to 
do 90. 

Consider also, the number of yearly graduates from our 
Schools, as well as the older scholars still remaining in them, 
who ull know well the advantages of being able to read ; 
consider how much interesting and useful mental food is stored 
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up in our Institute, which would benefit these younger minds, 
as well as older ones. Do not too many such pass through life 
and make too Jit tie use of the ability to read, by which they 
might increase their worldly welfare, their knowledge, and 
happiness very greatly? 

On the 1 Gth June, 1852, 31 years ago, when this Institute 
was founded, a toast was read which was prepared by Mr. 
Peabody, as follows : “Education — A debt due from present 
to future generations.” He nobly did his part, and let all 
citizens unite in doing all they can in furtherance of that 


sentiment from year to year. 

W e must all strive as good citizens to have the advantages 
time (ire offered bv the Institute made use of, ns widely as 
possible, among the inhabitants of this Town, and it is 
certainly appropriate at this time and place to urge that all, 
J'ho can do so, use the Institute Library and attend its 
Lectures. It was with the object of promoting knowledge and 
•»orah tv in our midst that the Institute was so wisely founded 
Uuh the combined resources which the Peabody Library 

aMon T™ Referen /* Librnr - V ttfford ' one might, by the 

ahno r ,,,CtUrM ’ J our »V "round the world in 

almost any explored course, without ever leaving his own town.

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The most approved arrangements are generally known by 
the Librarian and the Coimniitee, and will undoubtedly be 
followed where practicable. 

It in the sincere wish and endeavor of all connected with the 
management to make the Institute as useful, as it is in their 
power to do, being always guided by Mr. Peabody’s wise de- 
sires, which are so clearly defined by resolves of the Town 
undei which this Board was created. The reports of the 
Treasurer of the Trustees, of the Chairmen of the Lyceum and 
Library Committee; and of the Sub-Committees, and the 
Librarian’s report, bear testimony to the faithful and judicious 
manner in which the work of the preceeding year has been 
done. 

A change was made during the past Autumn in the hours of 
keeping the Library open, with the desire to aid borrowers. 
It was done in a response to a request to that effect, and also 
in conformity to a custom which has been found of value in 
other similar libraries. It is now kept open until 9 o’clock on 
both Wednesday and Saturday evenings. 

The Librarian has, in his report, made a statement of facts 
in regard to this change, and it does not seem advisable to 
comment further upon it until it has had longer trial. 

The Providence monthly- reference-list, to which the Libra- 
rian also refers, will in time, when adapted to our library be a 
great aid in finding books upon subjects that arc sought for ; 
and this, together with a system of cataloguing the more re- 
cently acquired books, in a way that shall easily brings them 
before borrowers in the same manner as older books, will 
greatly conduce to their convenience also. The subject of 
cataloguing has been forcibly referred to by the Chairman of 
the Peabody Library Committee. 

A valuable work has lately been presented by Mr. Theodore 
M. Osborne which will be of great assistance, and is elsewhere 
referred to. 






The Committee in charge of the Keading'-room Imve con- 
tinued to interest themselves in its welfare and would call 
attention to its value as offering a quiet place to read, and to 
refer to various useful books that are placed upon the adjacent 
shelves. The Committee are very desirous that it shall 1)3 
still more generally patronized than heretofore, although they 
are glad to know that its advantages are appreciated by many 
of our inhabitants. 

Reading-rooms are found to he an indispensable part of libra- 
ries, which are opened to the public. There are many persons 
who cannot find at home the quiet that is needed to concentrate 
their thoughts upon the subjects which they may be reading ; 
and it is only in a large public library, like the Institute, that 
hooks of reference can he found in any quantity, the use of 
which is extremely valuable to any reader, whether be be a 
student, or reading for recreation. 

I he handsome gift of valuable bonks from Mrs. Sutton is 
appropriately referred to in the report of the Chairman of the 
button Reference Library, hut should be also mentioned here. 
There has been, during the year, a change of Librarian, owing 
to resignation, in said Library, which is elsewhere referred to. 

The new Librarian is admirably fitted to discharge the duties 
of her office in an acceptable manner. 

'I be Treasurer has this year reported the several funds, of 
»lnch he has charge, separately, instead of together as hereto- 
fore ; and has so arranged the statement of insurance policies 
as to show exactly what proportion of the property is covered 
.' each, with the extent to which each part is insured. The 
advantages of -this arrangement are evident.

By the recent death of Mr. George Upton, the town has lost 
nn able member of this Board, and the Trustees a valued 
associate. Beyond his influence as a Trustee of the Institute 
his loss will be widely felt, and the records contain memorial 
words, more fitting than any that can here be added, to show 
the full appreciation of his worth as a faithful officer, a good 
citizen and an able man. 

The various matters that have been reported to the Trustees 
by the Lyceum and Library Committee, will receive due atten- 
tion, and be treated with all proper consideration. A careful 
perusal of the following reports will well repay the reader.

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Report of the Lyceum and Library Committee, 

To the Trustee* of the Peabody Institute:— 

The undersigned in behalf of the Committee submits to 
your Board its annual Report for the year ending in February, 
1883, together with the annual reports of its Sub-Committees 
and officer*. 

This report must begin with an apology for not literally 
complying with the terms of the amendment made by the 
trustees to tin* rules, whereby this report should have been 
presented on the first day of February, the chairman having 
relied on his recollection of its language, and supposing, until 
too late to correct the error, that the change was from the 
second to the first Monday of February. 

In this report little more will be attempted than to index, 
so to speak, and to call your attention to the more salient 
points in the accompanying documents, which, as we have 
already said on numerous occasions, must always form the 
most solid ground work for any really useful Suggestions for 
future improvements. 

The great feature of the I?eabody Institute is its well founded, 
well appointed, and last but not least, its well administered 
library departments. We are taught by all past experience 
to look here for those influences and forces, working silentlv, 
it may be, but always surely and expansively, in elevating the 
standard in whole communities of all that makes for their 
permanent welfare. We hail joy the fact that in numerous 
other localities, more or less similar in their surroundings to 
our own, the example of our benefactor has been copied, and 
the same influences are there at work with the promise of like 
happy results. Some statistics, which are furnished in the re- 
port of the librarian of the Peabody library, show a marked 
degree of uniformity in the use made of public libraries in 
proportion to their population, and this, apparently, with little 


reference to the time since the libraries named were established. 
The public thirst for intellectual food only wants opportunity 
to seek gratification. In the administrative department of the 
Peabody library some changes have been made in hours, 
in the hope of thereby increasing the usefulness of the library, 
and no efforts will be spared to render the reading arrangements 
and rules as perfect as the scanty space given up to that object 
will allow. It appears that the subject of the cataloguing of 
accessions to the library is again becoming one of pressing im- 
portance. This is a need which we may be said -to have 
always with us, and one for which judicious expenditures are 
always justified. The Peabody library, notwithstanding some 
decrease of income, is growing in large yearly proportions, 
and the demand which the librarian makes for more shelf 
room, is one which cannot much longer he neglected, and your 
attention is particularly called to this subject, 

The report of the accessions to the Sutton reference library 
shows that the shelves are gradually being filled with the classes 
of books it was founded to supply. A notable example of the 
Uberali tv of its founder appears in the magnificent gift of 
Piranesi’s engravings illustrative of Roman art, literature and 
architecture, both ancient anil modern, supplying, by means of 
the pictorial art an important aid in making more vivid and last- 
in-, the paces of history. The lecture committee report a sue- 
"tul course of lectures for the past season, and that, to this 
end, thev have availed themselves of the art of illustrating the 
subjects of the lectures by means of the stereopticon, which has 
prove. 1 itself to he so important an adjunct in treating of 
subjects that admit of its aid.

REPORT OF PEABODY LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


To TIIE LYCEUM AM) LIBRARY COMMITTEE: — 

The Committee on the Peabody Library, in making their 
annual report, take pleasure in noting the steady growth of the 
library and its efficiency in the education and culture of our 
people, as shown by the increased circulation of the books and 
the higher character of the books read, set forth in the very 
interesting andinatructive report of the Librarian. 

An examination of the statistics of various libraries given 
in the librarians report will show that, without counting the 
two thousand volumes of the Sutton Reference Library, this 
library is the largest in proportion to the population of those 
on the list, with one exception, that of Brookline; and that 
the proportion of circulation to population is larger than the 
average. It will he seen that the town libraries show a larger 
proportion of circulation than the cities. 

It should he borne in mind that the mere, number of 
volumes charged is not in all cases an exact indication of the 
extent of reading in a community; certainly not of its char- 
acter. Different systems of issuing books, as for a longer or 
shorter time before being re-issued ; the relative number of 
volumes of fiction, and the number of duplicates of the most 
recent popular works, with many other details of library man- 
agement, are elements which largely affect the number of 
volumes issued, and which vary greatly in different libraries. 

In this library the comparatively small number of volumes of 


19 

fiction, and the high standard insisted on, no doubt tend to 
reduce the figures of the circulation. 

The change of library hours adopted a few months ago was 
made in part for the purpose of testing the real desire of the 
townspeople for different accommodations, and must still be 
regarded in some degree as an experiment. The reading-room 
has not been used to the extent that the committee had desired, 
and many of those whom it would seem best calculated to 
benefit have availed themselves of its privileges but little. 
Considerable attention has been given to the matter by the 
committee, and one of the members has made a report on 
some questions relating to the management of reading-rooms, 
which is appended to this report. Improved rules and regula- 
tions for the reading room are also under consideration. 

The reduced income allotted to the committee has materially 
restricted the increase of the library in some directions, as the 
immediate demands of current literature and the necessary 
items of replacement and repair leave but little margin for 
additions to the standard collections of the library and the pur- 
chase of new sets of periodicals or works of reference. 

The circulation of periodicals has been discontinued, and 
all unbound periodicals are now kept in the reading-room. 

The question of cataloguing has already again become a 
pressing one. It is of the utmost importance that readers 
should have adequate and convenient means for ascertaining 
what books have been added to the library since the printed 
catalogues, and for finding the numbers of such books. At 
present there is no wav of doing this but by looking through 
a great number of lists of books, mostly entered under the 
author’s name in Various classifications. 

It is believed that some form of the card system must be 
looked to as furnishing the only solution of the difficulty. 
There is now a complete card catalogue of all books since the

printed might he issued less frequently or on some different 
plan suggested by experience. Various devices are in use in 
other libraries for the safe keeping of card catalogues used by 
the public, which it is believed would be entirely adequate to 
that object here. 'Hie location and method of arrangement of 
8UC |, ,i catalogue are matters that could easily be determined ' 
on. Provision ought promptly to he made for carrying out 
this work under the direction of the librarian ; and even if the 
expense involves the sacrifice of some needed additions to the 
lihrarv, its accomplishment will be a benefit to the com- 
munity.

Remembering that the Financial year of the Institute, 
now, ends with this month, and that Reports are about due, 1 
wish to send you the following in regard to what was assigned 
to me some time ago.

It would seem to be impossible to postpone the erection of book 
shelves for a much longer time and it is hoped that the Building 
Committee of the Trustees will be ready during the coming summer 
to provide for our crowded shelves.
